Io tht Hontmbto the Senate, and the 
Honorublt the House q/ He/in« ntu- 
uvea qf the United ¿'.air«, tn Con­ 
gress atsembled : 
I 


' H E Legislature of Massachusetts 
deeply impressed with the sullcr- 
v^s ol then co n stn u e n u ,a n d excit» u by 
.lie apprehension ol still greater evils n 
jiiosl^ect, leel impelled, by u solemn 
tense oi duly to lay before the Nationul 
li ovcrn m ent their view of the public 
interests, and to ex p re ss with the plain­ 
ness of freemen, the sentiments of the 
l>copl*3 of this ancient and extensive 
Commonwealth. 


Although the precise limits of e m ­ 
powers reserved to the several state 
-.oveieignties have been defined by the 
constitution, yet we tully coincide in the 
correctness ol the opinions advanced by 
<>ur veneiable Chief Magistrate, u thai 
our Constitutions 
ensuic 
te us the 
freedom ol speech, and that, at this 
mom entous period, it is o ur tight and 
duty to inquire into the groun ds and 
origin of the present war, to icflect on 
the slate of public affairs, and to expre ss 
o u r sentiments concerning them with 
decency and frankness, und to e n d e a ­ 
vour, as far as our limitid influence e x ­ 
tends, to promote, by temperate and 
constitutional means an honorable re* 
ro'iciliation.” 


11 then, 
such are the 
rights and 
duties of the people, surely those, who, 
at this solemn crisis, arc selected by 
them, and who are specially honored 
with 
their confidence, n»uy v tn tu re 
respectfully, but frankly, to e x p ies tlie 
sc nuonenu and tcclings ot tho*c whom 
they have the honor to represent. 


I lie States, as well as the individuals 
composing 
them, m e parties to the 
national compact, and ills ihc-ir peculiar 
duty, especially in times of pet i 1, to 
watch over the rights, and guard the 
privileges solemnly guaranteed, by that 
instrument. 
Certainly then this e x ­ 
pression, lrom the Legislature of the 
tree and independent C om m on» eahh 
of Massachusetts, will noi be disregard 
td by 
m e 
present Cong ress ot 
the 
United 
States 
Fo r although 
the 
numerous petitions and Vernonhtrahces 
ol the peupie of this State, in relation 
to 
such 
m easu res as they deem ed 
dangerous to their rights and ruinous 
to their interests, have heretofore been 
received in a man ner liule calculated to 
produce that harmony, and to cement 
that union, which o u g h t to be the p e r ­ 
manent aim of the general govcnmcni, 
yet we cannot but indulge the hope, 
that new 
councils and a more co n ­ 
ciliatory 
spirit 
will distinguish 
the 
seveial blanches of the present Nation­ 
al Legislature— that they will endcu- 
«oui,by the exercise ol justice and 
impartiality, to alluy the apprehension,b 
and ri stoic the confidence of the E a s t ­ 
ern and C ommeici al States— to remove 
iheii ..cttul sulTei ings, and Vo repLce 
them in the happy and pro spero us con­ 
dition 
lrom which 
t h ' y 
have been 
driven, by a • -ucces* ion of measures, 
hostile to the l ight s ol commerce, and 
destructive to the peace of the Union. 


It is not to be expe cted, that a hardy 
and 
industrious 
people, instructed in 
the nature oi th«*ir rights, and tenaciyu*. 
of their exercise, whose enterprise wai 
a sc u rc e o f individual wealth and nation­ 
al prosperity, should 
find themselves 
obliged to abandon their accustomed 
employments, and relinquish the means 
ol subs*uencc, without com p lain t; < 
that a moral and C hristian people shou d 
contribute their aid, in the prosecution 
of an offensive war, without the fullest, 
evidence of its justice and necessity 
T h e United States, from the form of 
their Govern men t, from the principles 
of their institutions, from the sacred 
professions whi^h in all periods of then 
nistory they have made, from the m a x ­ 
ims transmitted to them,by patriots and 
sages whose loss they can never suffi­ 
ciently deplore, as well as from a regard 
to their best and dearest iuterests, o ughi 
to be the last natiou 10 eng ag e in a war 
of ambition or conquest. 


T h e recent establishment of their 
in tituuona, the pat ic, moral and in- 
dn-t-ious character oi their citizens, the 
■ 
11 jinty that time ai d prudent appl ca- 
ion of their resouroes would bring a 
-.so table remedy for any transient 
wrongs, would have induced a wise and 
p ovident, an impaitial and temperate 
administration, 
to overlook, »fit had 
be*.i. necessary, any temporary eviU 
which either the ambition) the in to fest, 


tho cupidity, or the injustice of foreign 
p warn might, occasionally, and without 
any deep and lasting injury have inflicted. 


W ith these maxims and these views, 
we cannot disccrn any thing, in the 
policy of foreign nations, towards us, 
which in point of expediency, required 
the sacrifice of so niai.y and so ceitam 
dcsstngs, ,t8 might have bee n our p o i - 
tion, for such dreadful and inevitable 
evils, as all wars, and especially in 
.. 
R e p u l ^ r , entail upon the people. 


But, when » t review ihe alledged 
causes of the war against Gi eat B n u i n . 
and more p art’Ctilarly, the pretences loi 
its continuance, alter the principal one 
was removed, » e are constrained to s;iy. 
that it fills the minds of the good peoph 
ol this 
Commonwealth, 
ni;h infinite 
»nxiety and alarm. 
W c cannot but re- 
cd/efct, whatever the p reitn ces of the 
E m pe io r ol f iance may hav» been, pit - 
tences 
winch 
have 
always 
pieccci- 
ed and accompanied 
the 
most 
\ io 
lent acts ot injustice, that he » as tin 
■»ole author of a system, calculated ami 
intended to break down neutral t o m 
m e i c » , with a view to destroy the opti- 
Uncc, atul cripple the power ol a ri\ul, 
whose best 
interest and 
whose real 
policy were to uphold that co mm erce, 
**o essential to her own prosperity. 


It is not for us to decide, whether 
the enemy of France HIid, or did not 
adopt ihe most natuial and efficacious 
means of rej--lling her injustice. 
It is 
sufhcitnt that we are 
persuaded the 
United Swtes might, by a firm and d ig ­ 
nified, yet pacific 
resistance 
to 
the 
French deciees, have prevented the ic- 
currence of any retaliatory meaburca on 
the part of Cireat-lliuaiu— measures not 
intended to injure us, but to operate on 
the author ot this unjust and iniquitous 
system. And however honourable im n 
may differ, as to the justice ol ihe liii- 
tifch retaliatory orders in council, wc do 
not hesitate to say, that Fiance merited 
liom oui Gov ernmen t, a m u c h higltci 
tone of rtfinonstrancc, and a moie d e ­ 
cided opposition. 


In reviewing the avowed causes ol 
the present war wc would, it it, vvcie 
possible, pass over a scries ol ti'ans^C' 
lions, imperfectly explaineJ, and c a l c u ­ 
lated to e x c h e our alaim a n d regret, ai 
the h.oty mannci in winch it wao d e ­ 
clared 
But the history ol iho p re te n d ­ 
ed repeal of the F ie nch decrees, which, 
it out governm ent was sincere, we are 
Lound to belicvewas them.mediate c . u * . 
Oi the war, is so well attested, and i.ub ; 
b c e n s o o u c n discussed, and is, besides, ! 
so impoi tant in this inquiry, that m e r r | 
motives ol delicacy cannot induce us to I 
pass itove. without notice 


11 war coutd be justified, against 
Great*Bi itain exclusively, it must have 
been oj^ tha ground, assumed by our 
government, that the 1 lench decrees 
uere.actually tcpealed, on the I at of 
Nov 
1« 10. T h e indiscriminate plundc* 
and destiuction of our commcicc-— tlic 
capture of our ships by the cruisers uf 
1'ranee, and then condemnation by hei 
courts, BJTid by the em per or, in pei- 
son— his repeated and solemn declara­ 
tion, that those decrees were siill in 
lorce, and constituted the fundamental 
laws of his em pire, at a period long
